gymnasium nor auditorium and 
crowded conditions would accord- 
ignly be more serious than at Se- 
quoia. 

“Looking into the future we un- 
derstand that you estimate there 
will be 3628 students enrolled in 
the district in 1952. At that time 
the San Carlos-Belmont school is 
pected to be completed and is to 
accommodate 800 students. 

“This would leave only 2828 stu- 
dents to be divided between Menlo- 
Atherton and Sequoia. 

“Even if Menlo-Atherton were to 
take no more students than are to 


‘be enrolled this year it would leave 


only about 1800 students for Sequoia, 
which would a -registration even 
lower than in 1940.” 


“OVERLOAD FACTOR” 

Ogden pointed out in reply that 
although the school was designed 
for 800 students, ‘it has 20 per cent 
“overload factor” which will allow 
the accommodation of 1000 pupils. 
Sequoia will have 2400 pupils. al- 
though it has a rated capacity of 
2000. 

There is no assurance that the 
San Carlos-Belmont plant will be 
completed in time for the beginning 
of the 1952-53 school year, he added, 
but a proposed new wing at Menlo- 
Atherton should be added by next 
year. 

The proposed ‘poundary change 
would affect 274 students and nine 
teachers. 


‘NO MORE EQUITABLE’ 

This would result in a distribution 

which would be no more equitable, 
with 2524 students at Sequoia, and 
any shift back would jeopardize pro- 
posed programs, at Sequoia, Ogden 
said. 
“Any line we draw wili have to be 
shifted in the next few years and 
will have to be subject to change to 
keep attendance at the three schools 
of the district in balance,” he ob- 
served. 


Discussing the proposed classroom 
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wing at Menlo-Atherton, the citi- 
zen’s letter observed: 

“Plans have not yet been made 
or submitted for state approval for 
the new classroom wing. and there- 
fore it cannot be counted upon for 
service in 1952, whereas the San 
Carlos-Belmont plant:.is presently i 
under construction.” 

Board president’Charles .P. Bur- 
gess said that the information given 
by Ogden was entirely different than 
that on which the original bouna- 
ary was set. 

“The present ‘attendance line’. will 
result in Menlo-Atherton being “rel- 
atively more overcrowded than Se- a 
quoia,” Burgess pointed out. — 
SELECTION DIFFICULT 

Ogden observed that, other than 
changing the boundary, selection: of 
what students would be assigned to 
what school would be difficult. 

However, he added, ‘the. school’s 
policy was to shift students when 
they desired it. To the present time, ° 
65 Menlo-Atherton area pupils have 
petitioned to continue attendance at 
Sequoia and 25 Sequoia high:school 
area students have petitioned to at- 
tend Menlo-Atherton. 

Trustee .Kenneth . Bowen said, ry 
that it did not seem possible that 
one fourth of the students at Men- 
lo-Atherton high school could 

" come from the strip between the 
present boundary and the propos- 
ed one. 

Students affected would be princi- — 
pally from Garfield, Taft and Mc- 
Kinley schools. 

If a “compromise” line is set, it 
will result in “splitting” the gradu- 
ating classes of these schools. Shift- 
ing the graduating classes as a whole 
from one high school to. another 
would result, in some cases, in two 
members of the same family attend- 
ing different high school, trustees 
observed.

This is the fiftieth of a series of | 
articles dealing with Menlo Park 
area history. 


With formal establishment of the 
city of Menlo Park in 1927, the | 
town’s hewspaper, the Menlo Park 
Recorder, was enabled to turn some 
of its attention to political affairs. | 

Though the community was, dur- 
ing «the early ’30’s, a small one—it | 
had a population of 2254 in 1930 |

In January, 1949, the paper 
avain changed hands, coming un- 
der the present. ownership of 
Burley Publications, Inc., a Menlo

shopping supplement, the Buy Word, 
in December of 1949, the offset 
printing equipment was strained far 
beyond capacity to turn out the sup- 
plement’s additional copies, now 
running te more than 11,000 a week. 
NEW QUARTERS 

Efforts to find new and larger 
quarters capable of housing more 
‘efficient machinery culminated with 
groundbreaking ceremonies for the 
new plant at 640 Roble avenue on 
August 28, 1950. 

In January of this year, the 
newspaper moved into its new lo- 
cation and in February began pub- 
lishing on the newly acquired Du- 
plex newspaper press. 

This press, feeding its paper con- 
tinuously from a roll instead of in 
cut sheets, is capable of turning out 
a complete paper of up to sixteen 
pages in the Recorder’s present size 
in one operation. 

Simultaneously the plant’s com- 
mercial printing equipment was en- 
larged to meet demands of the grow- 
ing city with addition of an auto- 
matic cylinder job press, added to 
the complete offset facilities ‘|
